Men “v'ajjK' intoxicated” and con- 
scious of a lingering thirst will ask 
for another drink at their peril if the 
Penn.s: !vnnia legislature passes a bill 
intrcdnceil by Representative M. Wat- 
son. of Indiana county. Mr. Watson 
would make the price of that pai’tic- 
alar drink, or even the request there- 
of, $5 to $20. It is unlawful now for 
a saloonkeeper to sell to a man “vis- 
ibly intoxicated,” or to an habitual 
drunkard or a minor, but the preesnt 
lav/ imposes all responsibility upon the 
saloonkeeper to determine the man’s 
condition. Representative Watson 
would shift some of the responsibility 
on the man with the thirst; also up- 
on the. habitual drunkard and the 
minor who would ask the saloon- 
keeper to violate the law. His bill 
propo.ses a nne of from $.o to $20 for 
each attempt to get a drink under 
the circumstances. 



STOCK, CROP AND FARM NOTES 



—When you can dig 44 potatoes from 
one hill what’s the use monkeying 
with tobacco? That is what a farmer 
near Winchester did Saturday. i 

— V/hen we remember that it requires 
90,000 cases, or 2,700,000 dozen, eggs a 
week to supply the great city of New 
York, there need be no worry about 
overdoing the chicken industry. While 
New York is the largest city in this 
country, -there are many other large 
cities, as well as hundreds of smaller 
cities to supply. Eggs'nevei sell be- 
low 20 cents a dozen in New York. 

— “Keep the farmi crops on the farm 
and ship the meat and the butter and 
the milk and the cheese,” is the com- 
mon sense advice of Secretary Wilson. 
This insures soil fertility. Every ton 
of corn shipped to market loses the 
farm 33 pounds of nitrogen 12 pounds 
of phosphorus acid and seven pounds of 
potash. Figure this out on the basis 
of the printed analysis on the fertilizer 
bags and see how much the farm loses 
with each corn|sale. If fed, 80 to 90 
per cent., of these constituents go into 
manure. By the way, Uncle Jim s^ys 
to be sure and haul out and spread 
your manure as fast as made.

Crop Condition in Kentucky Good 

The general crop conditions in Ken- 
tucky are good according to the month- 
ly crop report issued by the State De- 
artment of Agriculture Wednesday. 

The condition of the wheat crop at 
this time last year was 85 per cent, 
against 91 per cent fo^this year. 

The largest acreage of corn has been 
planted in Kentucky that has been 
planted for years, with the possible 
exception of 1908. 

! Last year's oat crop was a complete 
failure, but prospects for a large yield 
this year. Wore alfalfa is being 
planted each year and tbejcrop is •*. be- 
ing better understood than ever before. 
Farmers are experimenting and are 
learning that this is the best paying 
/crop almost that can be raised on the 
farm. 

The prospects for clover are better at 
this time than has been for several 
years, although a little late. | 

A larger crop of tobacco has been 
planted this year than ever before and 
its condition at this time is good, al- 
though there has 'oeeu too m.uch wet 
weather, causing much neglect in 
many fields towards keeping out the 
weeds. 

There is a small acreage of rye 
grown in the State, and 76 per cent, of 
the crop has been harvested, 'fhe con- 
dition is good, with prices ranging 
from 75c to $1.06 per bushel, being 
higher in price that ever known. 

The hemp condition on July 1, 1908. 
was 94 per cent, whije this year it is 
92 per cent. 

There has been too much wet weath- 
er for those stripping blue grass seed. 
Weeds have grown very rapidly and 
after .the seed was stripped 'there was 
too much rain to allow it to cure prop- 
erly. ' i 

There promises to be tne finest crop [ 
of potatoes grown in years. Prices are I 
high now ranging from $1.00 to $2.00 | 
per bushel throuhgoat the State. |
